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PURPOSE OF SUPPLEMENTAL VERIFICATION 


The purpose of this post-audit verification was to determine if the primary functions and 
activities of the various units previously within Gang Operations and Support Division (GOSD) 
have remained fundamentally unchanged following their reorganization into Gang and Narcotics 
Division (GND). 


BACKGROUND 


The OIG has completed its third mandated Financial Disclosure Audit in accordance with the 
Transition Agreement. The purpose of the Audit was to determine whether the Department is in 
compliance with Special Order No. 20, 2008, entitled “Confidential Financial Disclosure Policy 
and Procedures for Gang Enforcement Detail and Narcotics Field Enforcement Section Units.” 


During the course of the Audit, the OIG determined that the units under Narcotics Division’s 
(ND) operational control and the units under GOSD were merged under a single, unified 
command. This merger occurred two months before Special Order 20 became effective and 
created a division mixed with units required to report under the Special Order and units without 
such a requirement. Special Order 20, however, makes no allowances for the treatment of 
covered units or subunits that are reorganized into other commands. 


On April 3, 2012, the Board of Police Commissioners (BOPC or Commission) reviewed and 
approved the Office of Inspector General’s (OIG) Third Financial Disclosure Audit (Audit). 
The BOPC also directed the OIG to audit the uncovered assignments within GND to determine 
their current work responsibilities. 


METHODOLOGY AND SCOPE 


This review was conducted as a result of a recommendation from the OIG’s Third Financial 
Disclosure Audit. The recommendation directed the OIG to determine if the primary functions 
and activities of the various work units previously within GOSD have remained fundamentally 
unchanged following their reorganization into GND. The OIG reviewed GOSD organizational 
charts from 2007 and compared them with the 2012 GND organizational charts to determine the 
corresponding work units. Sixteen work units in GND were identified as prior GOSD units and 
subsequently became the focus of this review. 


To determine this, the OIG interviewed the Assistant Commanding Officer of Detective Bureau, 
the Commanding Officer of GND, and the section lieutenants over the involved work units. 
Additionally, the OIG reviewed organizational charts for DP’s 1-2012 and 12-2007, job function 
descriptions, and unit statistical reports for each unit. The methodology was designed to 
establish the work unit responsibilities before and after the creation of GND and determine if 
gang or narcotic assignments had been introduced into those duties.

Assist the FBI in locating, apprehending, and extraditing 
individuals wanted on felony warrants. 





Parolee at Large Squad 


Locate and arrest post-released supervised persons deemed to 
be at “at large,” and extradite those arrested out of the City. 





U.S. Marshals Task Force 


Identify the most criminally active, violent individuals and 
criminal enterprises impacting the City and target for 
investigation, arrest, and prosecution. 





Foreign Prosecution Liaison Unit/ 
INTERPOL (International Criminal 
Police Organization) 


Assist INTERPOL in locating, apprehending, and extraditing 
international suspects residing in the USA. 





Technology Unit 


Oversee and operate US Government electronic surveillance 
equipment used in the investigation and tracking of violent 
fugitives. 





Warrant Verification Unit 


Verify information on new fugitive warrants, assign warrants 
to investigators, and enter warrant information into secure 
website. 

Coordinate with prisons for in-custody warrant suspects 
wanted to appear on local charges, arrange transportation to

court, and process/ file cases involving out-of-state warrant 
arrests made by LAPD. 

Due Diligence Unit Support the Fugitive Warrant Squad in its function (see below)

Based upon a review of the evidence, the OIG determined that the primary functions and 
activities of the units that were previously assigned to GOSD have remained fundamentally 
unchanged over the tested years, notwithstanding their reorganization into GND. Therefore, the 
OIG does not believe that these particular units are currently performing covered related duties.
